Employees of the state-run gas 
and electricity company were 
angry because a meeting on 
their grievances had been put 
off. 

Premier Georges Pompidou 
announced a settlement among 
unions, employers and govern- 
ment, including a 10-per-cent 
pay increase in two stages this 
but union membership 
reaction was reported bitterly 
hostile. 

Union leaders toured the 
strikebound factories explaining 


the agreement, but workers in 
two key automobile plants. in 
the Paris area rejected the set- 
tlement. 

Workers shouted their disap- 
proval at the nationalized Re- 
nault automobile works and the 
privately-owned Citroen plant. 

Other workers were also vot- 
ing to continue the strike—at 
the Berliet truck plant: and the 
Rhodiaceta-Vaise plant at Lyon, 
the nationalized Sud Aviation 
airplane plant at Nantes, where 
the: strike wave originated, and 
nationalized airplane engine fac- 
tory in Paris. 

Trouble developed in another 
spot this morning when bakery. 
workers went on strike in Tou- 
louse. Only a few residents of 
the suburbs were able .to get 
bread, a ‘staple of the French 
diet. 

Rumblings were also reported 
from. inside the government. Fi- 
nance Minister Michel Debre 
was described .as’ Strongly op- 
posed to some of the conces- 
sions and squrces close to his 
ministry said he might offer his 
resignation today. 

CONTRARY TO POLICY 

Debre viewed the agreement 
as contrary to the economic poli- 
cy he was trying to defend, the 
sources said.

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SOVIET SIGNS 
ATOM PACT 


MOSCOW (Reuters) — The 
Seviet Union and Canada to- 
day signed a five-year renewal 
of their agreement on co-

Particularly in the. matter of 
education, with student bodies at 
all levels rapidly increasing, efforts 


to defer necessary building and sup-” 


port are obviously pointless. If the 
expenditures must be made even- 
tually, they might as well be made 
early as late: there is no benefit in 
creating or maintaining a condition 
of overs*eowded emergency which 
can only interfere.with the proper 
teaching of students. ‘“Make-do” 
might be permissible when unavoid- 
able—but can it be seriously argued 
that one of the most prosperous 
Provinces in one of the most pros- 
perous countries in the world is not 
able to provide full educational fa- 
cilities for its youth? ~ 

Yet this is the picture which the 
government of British Columbia con- 
tinually projects. In the case of the 
University of Victoria the short- 
sighted policy of the government has 
produced what President Malcolm 
Taylor described at the graduation 
exercises last Saturday as “a serious 
shortage of operating funds and a 
crippling shortage of building funds.” 

While all three public universities 
of the province can make valid ap- 
peals for increased grants, it is diffi- 


cult to understand the government's 
reasoning in continually providing so 
much more money for Simon Fraser 
University than‘for the Victoria in- 
stitution, It matters nothing that this 
year Victoria has _recéived a larger 
percentage increase than Simon 
Fraser, for Victoria's rate of increase 
is based on a much smaller sum than 
that given to the mainland univer- 
sity. On a’ cash-per-student basis, 
Uvie receives $1,550 in contrast to 
the $2,100 per student received by 
Simon Fraser. This is a grossly un- 
fair differentiation between two in- 
stitutions of roughly comparable 
size, It has been perpetuated from 
previous years and the government 
has never clearly explained it. 
When courses as essential in our 
modern world as social welfare and 
nursing—and the pressing need of 
more trained workers in these fields 
is recognized in the provision of spe- 


ycial federal grants as well as in 
scountry - wide appeals for profes- 
- sional personnel—when such courses™ 


must be postponed because there are 
not enough funds granted by the 
province, then surely priorities 
should be reviewed and the whole 
government approach to education 
overhauled. 

Educational financing is not a 
simple problem. But any thought 
that the problem can be solved by 
delay or neglect can have only one 
ultimate result: the required staffs, 
facilities and buildings will have to 
be provided anyway, but under con- 
ditions of hardship and greatly in- 
creased expense.

C= of the imponderables of the pre- 
sent election is the impact of a 
now chaotic France libre on Quebec 
libre. ‘Until the quiet 
revolution of the 
1960s, the attitude of 
New France to Old 
appeared generally to ~+ 
be one of massive in-' 
difference. But the 
sudden ferment in 
Quebec coincided with 
General de Gaulle’s 
effort to fashion ‘an 
independent role for a 
strong France both in 
Europe and abroad. 
Almost immediately and in unexpected 
ways the effects began to be felt. 
Slogans such as ‘‘La Politique de Gran- 
deur’’ crossed the Atlantic very much as 
older ones jumped the international 
border into Western Canada-in the early 
years of agrarian protest. 

There were many other symptoms; 
the desire for closer cultural contacts; 
the tendency of Quebec nationalists to 
compare infavorably the status of. their 
province with that of emancipated Afri- 
can colonies (sometimes, as in the case 
of Gabon, ignoring the power realities 
which made a farce of independence). 
The French government did nothing to 
discourage these developments tut pur- 
sued an essentially cautious policy until 
General de Gaulle threw off the mask on 
his Quebec visit and deliberately incited 
separatism with his provocative outburst. 


Uncertain Status 


The point is,-however, that when thé 
French president was casting his spells 
he was a successful semi-dictator. He 
was still (as of last week) a glamorous 
figure in Romania but his status in 
France has become highly uncertain. At 
the moment the symbols of his benevo- 
lent rule are closed factories and ports, 
stalled cars, stationary trains in sidings, 
uncollected garbage and desperate offers 
of ammesty to rebellious students. 

Whatever the outcome, it seems most 
unlikely that the French troubles will do 
much for Gaullism on the export market 
(including the Quebee market). 

Only recently Mr. Johnson incurred 
the wrath of the federal government by 
rushing Mr. Cardinal over to Paris for 
talks about education. The practical 
argument was, presumably, that Quebec 
might lose something by non-attendance. 
But it now appears that it was a faliure 

on the part of General de Gaulle’s 
education minister that set off the revolt 
in the universities which in turn 
provcked the general strike. Is it so 
cattein that Quebec will ‘benefit from 
any ideas which Mr. Cardinal in these 
unhappy circumstances may have 
brought back from Paris? 

There has also been much advocacy 
in Quebec City of a provincial immigra- 
tion policy which would direct more 
French-speaking immigrants to Quebec. 
With the latest achievements of de Gaul- 
lism, there is at. last a possibility that 
the objective may be realized without the

If the present state of affairs continues 
for long, Mr. Johnson may even have 
the opportunity of welcoming among the 
refugees the general himself and a 
retinue of emigre-ministers. 

-It is the burden of a report from 
Paris that such an outcome would be 
welcome to many French citizens. For 
some indeed it would be the realization 
of France libre.

ordinary mortals. 


For those in Quebec who favor a 
republic the news from France should 
also be instructive. The French, having 


gone through four republics, are now 
apparently doing their best to dismantle 
the fifth. Even our imperfect constitution 
must be rated one of the loftier 
achievements of human wisdom when 
measured by Paris standards. 

But the Fifth Republic is the 
masierpiece of General de Gaulle who 
set himself up last year as mentor of 
French- Canadians and the prophet of 
Quebec libre. The masterpiece could 
Scarcely be on display at. a more 
appropriate time. It will be interesting to 
see what Quebecers make of it and 
whether many in a province rich in 
political experience ‘continue to feel a 
necd for instruction from outside their 
own country.

Bombs and Conversation 


E Paris negotiations about Vietnam 

are more and more a sideshow. 
Governor Averil Harriman, that wise 
veteran, began by giving it the old col- 
lege try, in a manner 
that caused some to 
think he was appear- 
ing over-eager to his 
North Vietnamese 
Opposite numbers. 
But in view of the 
well-known  saurian 
side of the Gover- 
nor’s character, not 
to mention the con- 
siderable craftiness 
of his present em-. 
ployer, one may be 
very sure that Harriman’s college try 
was for the record — to show good will, 
in fact. Now he is talking instead about a 
possible breakdown of the talks: and he 
is also saying that ‘‘we’re here for a long 
time.” 

Perhaps more significantly, the Gov- 
ernor is also reported to be suiting his 
actions to his words, by ordering a 
search for a large Paris house with a 
garden on a year’s lease. If you expect 
to have to go on stonewalling almost 
indefinitely, it is well (if you can afford 
it) to arrange to stonewall in comfort. 


False Estimate 


Although a sideshow as negotiations, 
meanwhile, the Paris talks have already 
proved something of great significance. 
They have proved, in fact, that the Hanoi 
leaders. are working on the basis of a 
wholly false estimate of President 
Johnson’s situation)in the United States, 
together with what one hopes is an 
equally false estimate of the situation in 
South Vietnam. F 

From the course of the talks, as well 
as from things Mai Van Bo and the other 
North Vietnamese negotiators have re- 
peatedly said in private, it is clear that 
the Hanoi leaders see President Johnson 
as helpless.

as hog-tied to the point of paralysis by 
American domestic opposition. They 
count on this to give them victory over 
the U.S. as the divisions of France gave 
them: victory. over the French. 

With regard to the situation in 
Vietnam, it is not clear whether the 
Hanoi leaders“ are“making, the kind of 
false’ military estimate that. they did 
before the Tet offensive. But-it is very 
Clear indeed: that they think they can 
further increase the President's supposed 
difficulties at home by pouring men into 
South Vietnam by the tens of thousands, 
and by thus maintaining the fighting at 
an intense level, albeit at a horrifying 
cost to their own people, 


Foresee Trouble 


Finally, it is also clear that the Hanoi 
leaders believe the Saigon government 
will eventually run into bad trouble, 
because of the effects in South Vietnam 
of a paralysed American president who 
is powerless to deal with a more and 
more sanguinary war, 

All American policy-makers of any 
Significance are now. agreed that the 
foregoing are Hanoi’s working assump- 
tions. Anyone can see, moreover, that 
there can be no hope whatever of the 
honorable settlement that even Senator 
Robert F. Kehnedy has begun to call for 
unless these assumptions by Hanoi are 
briskly knocked into a cocked hat. 

The assumptions are, of course, 
inherently ludicrous. The most basic one, 
en which all the others depend, concerns 
‘the President's situation. Lyndon John- 
son did not make his great renunciation 
in order to arrange a_ concealed 
survender.-He—madeit;-rather, to free 
his hands, to gain room for manoeuvre, 
to shed almost all his concerns save 
those of commander in chief. 

As commander in chief, no dne can 
say to him nay until he lays down his 
office next January; and he is certainly 
not going to lay downhis office as the 
first American president who ever lost a 
war. Those who see the President 
regularly furthermore report that he is 
more and more obsessed -by his 
responsibility to the men at the front, 
and above. all, by his responsibility to 
support their soldierly courage by all 
means at his disposal. 


Effort Intensitied 


Obviously, that responsibility leads, 
quite directly, to the problem of the 90 
per cent halt of the bombing of North 
Vietnam. When the President announced 
the halt, he said he expected reciprocity 
from Hanoi. And Hanoi has reciprocated 
by vastly intensifying its military effort 
against South Vietnam. 

Equally obviously, the quickest way to 
show the falsity of the Hanoi leaders’ 
working ,assumptions is to resume the 
boinbing forthwith. That would end any 
doubis about American intentions that 
may exist in Saigon. And more import- 
ant, that would immensely increase the 
already fearful burden of Hano’s 
imilitary effort. 

There is also an intermediate step 
that the president can take, At present, 
there is no bombing north of the 19th 
parallel, although the partial bombing 
halt only extended to the 20th parallel. 
As # first step, the band of North 
Vietnamese territory between two 
Parallels can begin to be a’ again.

Mr. Thompson was not alone in his 
departure. In September of last year, 
declaring the federal Social Credit Party 
to be “for all practical purposes dead,” 
H. A. Olson joined the Liberals. ~ 


Dual Role 


Out in British ‘Columbia Bert Leboe 
has accepted the Social Credit nomina- 
tion in the new riding of Prince George- 
Peace River, but says he wouldn't mind 
accepting the Conservative nomination 
as well. Even the party's present ‘acting 
leader, Alexander Patterson, has talked 
of such a dual role, and in three Calgary 
ridings Social Credit has decided to 
name no candidates, thus leaving the 
field to the Conservatives. In Quebec 
‘Gilles Gregoire has stepped out of 
federal politics altogether, explaining 
that as a separatist he does not belong in 
Ottawa, except when he comes back in 
1970 to help negotiate severance. 

Mr. Manning had opened the way for 
disimegration, of course, in his recent 
book calling for a realignment of left and 
right, in which he saw Conservatives and 


_Secial Crediters in a new party that 


mingled free enterprise with compassion, 
It was unfortunate for these philosophi- 
cal hopes that the provincial election 
ended with him confronting a tough little 
Opposition corporal’s guard made up, not 
of Liberals, but of . Conservatives. 
Moreover, those six young Conserva- 
tives, led by Peter Lougheed, have 
troubled no end the quiet tenor of Mr. 
Manning’s government. They kept asking 
questions and demanding answers—an 
unheard of impertinence for many years 
in the stately confines of the Alberta 
legislature—and. managed to keep both 
the government and themselves hard at 
work far longer than Mr. Manning held 
to be necessary. 

Mr. Manning, in fact, is in a peculiar 
position. His government has been 
around so Jong that it somehow ages the 
man who leads it beyond his actual 
years, though not, perhaps beyond his 
state of mind. At both the Confederation 
of Tomorrow Conference in Toronto and 
the constitutional conference in Ottawa, 
Mr. Manning stood forth as reactionary 
and intransigent, delineating in his 
person an imperious opposition to 
constitutional reform which Albertans 
clam is’ not typical of the Alberta 
electorate, 


No Conception 


If Mr. Manning was an elder at 
Oitawa, Premier Bennett of British 
Columbia was a clown. He made it 


+ perfectly clear with his folksy jokés and 


his early departure from the meeting 
that he had no conception whatever of 
the seriousmess of the problems that 
confronted Canada, and British Colum- 
bians, watching his performance against 
that of the other provincial and federal 
leaders, must have suffered some 
feelings of shame. 

Mr. Bennett went home to paint as 
unfortunate a picture as he had left 
behind him. He was finally forced to 
admit that Highways Minister Philip 
Gaglardi, with his~ long history of 
conflicts with the law—and not always 
over traffic offences—with his peculiar 
private uses of a government plane, with 
all the doubtful innuendo of conflict of 
Interest that surrounded him, was no 
‘longer acceptable to the people of British 
Columbia. Mr. Bennett bowed  suf- 
ficiently to take Mr. Gaglardi out of his 
portfolio, but retained him in the cabinet 
as a minister without portfolio. ‘It cannot 
have left a. good impression on the 
thinking part of the electorate... .

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Long-Simmering Discontent 
Fueling the Crisis in France,

PARIS — On New

“In the 
midst of so many nations 
shaken by so many up- 
heavals, ours will con- 
tinue to be proved the 
example of effectiveness 
in the conduct of its 
affairs.” 

So it might have seemed. 
Today, less than six months

war, which brought de Gaulle ,« 


to power exactly 10 years ago. 

A massive worker and 
student rebellion has pafa- 
lyzed the country, It - has 
stripped the mask of compla- 
cency and arrogant self-satis- 
faction for ‘the Gaullist 
regime. It has raised fears of 
a new revolution in France. 
And it has exposed the 
grandeur of de Gaulle’s Fifth 
Republic to be mere gilt on a 
nation haunted by insecurity 
and political and economic 
frustration. 

No less an authority than Le 
Monde, the country’s leading 
newspaper, observed a’ few 
days ago that. France had 
suddenly been revealed as the 
“Sick Man of Europe.” Even 
Georges Pompidou, de 
Gaulle’s able and faithful 
prime minister, was forced to 
concede before a hooting, 


_ unruly National Assembly that” 
‘“things. cannot be as they 


were before,” a rare, almost 
heretical public admission of 
Gaullist fallibility. 


No Surprise 


The discontent that has fed 
the revolt comes as no 
surprise to anyone in the 
country. Farmers, workers 
and students have been 
demonstrating sporadically 
but separately over the past 
nine months to dramatize 
their problems and to exert 
pressure for reforms. 

What has astonished all 
Frenchmen is the depth of the 
discontent, the magnitude of 
the frustration. 

What has shocked the coun- 
try is the speed with which 
the protest of a few hundred 
disillusioned students en- 


gulfed, in less than two 
weeks, the entire nation, 
infecting scientists, clerks, 


intellectuals and tradesmen as 
well as farmers and blue 
collar workers, leaving most 
of France with no more than 
a minimal skeleton of essen- 
tial services, 

What has. frightened the 
nation is the realization that 
French leaders, whether they 
are in the government, 
whether they are Communists, 
Socialists or other opposition 
spokesmen, whether they are 
heads of labor unions or 
eaptains of industry, have 
been proven to be out of touch 
with the people, that. a 
revolutionary cleavage has 
quietly developed between an 
impotent. aristocracy of all 
political and economic per- 
suasions and the masses that 
they are supposed to be 
representing and leading. 

Like the pioneers of Cas- 
tro’s’ Cuban revolution, the 
handful of students that 
sparked the current French 
revolt have christened their 
movement with the label of an 
obscure date — the 22nd of 
March. 

Historians sifting through 
the newspapers of that date 
or the day after will discover 
nothing to explain what hap- 
pened, for it went unreported 
at the time. 


The Stage . 


The stage was the suburban 
University of Nanterre, a 
campus on the western fringe 
of Paris where enrollment has 
mushroomed from 1,000 to 
12,000 in the four years since 
the. opening of the new 
university. 

Student protest had been 
simmering for two. years, 
against the poor facilities on 
campus, against the isolation 
of the students from every- 
thing except the slums sur~ 


rounding them and the few" 


ugly towers of low-cost housing 
that-began to sprout from the 
muddy waste-lands left by 
cranes and bulldozers. 

On March 22, 142 activist 
students symbolically seized 
control of the university by 
occupying the executive con- 
ference room reserved for top 
university officials. They call- 
ed themselves “Les Enrages,”’ 
the angy ones, They were led 
by a+ 23-year-old redhead, 
Daniel Cohn-Bendit, and they 
represented an assortment of 
avowed Maoists, Castroists, 
Guevarists, anarchists, Trot- 
skyites and nihilists. 

And so it began. 

At the other end of the 
student spectrum, an extreme 
right-wing group, calling itself 
“Occident,”” rushed to counter 
the initiative by the extreme 
left. 

Clashes between the student

groups, plus the escalation of 
their combined activity ~for 
reform of the university, 
prompted the ministry of 
education to suspend classes; 
the first such suspension of 
university activity in France 
since the German occupation, 

After the Easter vacation, 
classes at.Nanterre resumed 
but at the end of April the 
university was closed indefi- 
nitely. 

The. Nanterre closure im- 
mediately became a national 
issue, but a minor one. After 
all, Frenchmen had read 
about the student unrest in 
Rome, in Madrid, in Berlin, at 
Columbia. So why not France? 

Then came the Sorbonne. 
On May 3, Nanterre students 
made. the trek into the 
picturesque Latin quarter in 
the heart of old Paris to 
participate in a joint protest 
demonstration in the court- 
yard of France’s most famous 
educational institution. 

Police were called in, riots 
began, Cohn-Bendit was 
arrested and, like Nanterre, 
the 700-year-old Sorbonne sus- 
pended classes. 

The week of May 6 was @ 
week of horror and surprise 
for most Frenchmen, On 
Monday, students and police 
waged a 14-hour pitched battle 
in the Latin Quarter. Although 
the leadership of various 
militant student organizations

Tuesday night, more than 
10,000 students held a seven- 
mile march through the city, 
which was ovunctuated by 
violence shortly after mid- 
night. 

Friday brought the climax 
of the student revolt as police 
stormed s barricades 
around ‘the Sorbonne and 
treated all of France to a 
spectacle of brutality and 

ion. 

Yet there was still hope that 
the student uprising could be 
contained, Despite the clumsy, 
vacillating 
government, despite the harsh 
police crackdown, a public 
opinion poll showed that only 
three out of 10 Frenchmen 
sympathized with’ the student 
rebellion. Four out of 10 were 
hostile. 


Wednesday, May 15, matked 
the turning point of the 
student rebellions. For the 
first time, a student “take- 
over" was aimed at ‘an off- 
campus installation. The tar- 
get was the Theatre of Frarice 
at the Place Odeon on the 
Left Bank. A group of several 
hundred exuberant students 


“occupied” the auditorium 
and proudly proclaimed the 
end of “bourgeois entertain- 


ment” in France. 

More important, that same 
evening brought the passing of 
the torch of revolt from 
students to workers. 

To the chagrin of their 
union leaders handfuls of 
young workers had partici- 
pated in’ some of the student 
protests. The two groups 
seemed to have little in 
common, the students cam- 
paigning for a romantic vision 
ef a new, wnmaterialistic 
society, the workers eager for

Strike Call 


On May 13, the country’s 
two largest unions had pro- 
claimed a one-day general 
strike. They had helped to 
organize a march of 800,000 in 
the capital to express sym- 
pathy for the students. The 
union leadership made it clear 
that it ‘disapproved of unco- 
ordinated forms of workers’ 
demonstration. The general 
strike appeared to be a way 
to let workers lef off steam as 
@ group instead of resorting to 
the kind of wildcat action that 
characterized the student 
revelt- 

If that was the hope, it was 
doomed to, failure. On the 
evening of May 15, a group of

employees at a Renault fac- 
tory in Cleon duplicated the 
March 22rd initiative of the 
Nanterre students. 

Cleon is a satellite town of 
Rouen, 70 miles northwest of 
Paris. It is a one-factory 
town, and the factory is state- 
owned, producing gear boxes 
for the nationalized auto- 
mobile company of Renault. 
Officially, Cleon has a popula- 
tion of 1,326, but the factory 
has 5,100 employees. 

That evening, several hun- 
dred workers “occupied” the 
plant, keeping the manager 
shut up in his office through- 
out the night. In the morning, 
they prevented the factory 
from opening. 


Higher Pay 


Their demands were hardly 
romantic. A minimum wage 
of $200 a month; gradually 
shorter working hours, reduc- 
ing the work week to a 
maximum of 40 hours. 

By May 11, the initiative by 
the Cleon workers had spread 
to 30 other major factories in 
the country. Union leaders 
began issuing belated en- 
dorsements to the strikes in 
an effort to get them under 
control. By.May 22, a week 
after the Cleor incident, some 
8 million French workers, 
almost two-thirds of the total 
number of salaried entployes 
in the nation, had walked off 
the job. 

At week's end, farmers also 
joined in the protest. Even 
before their demonstrations, 
the French economy had been 
brought to a virtual standstill. 

Why? Even as the govern- 
ment began to mobilize to 
meet the challenge, the sud- 
denness of the crisis seemed 
to defy explanation. 

The issues were clear. 
Workers .have been angry 
over rises in social security 
contributions and cutbacks in 


‘benefits. They resent what 


they call government inaction 
in the face of a year-long 
escalation of unemployment. 
They want better housing, 
telephones, television- sets, 
vacations. 

Students have long been 
outraged by archaic teaching 
procedures in the universities 
and the centralized control to 
which they are subjected. 
They resent overcrowding on 
the campuses, are worried 
about finding jobs when they 
graduate. 


Driven Off 


The 5 million small, mostly 
peasant farmers are being 
squeezed by increasing Euro- 
pean. Common Market. com- 
petition, see prices for their 
produce falling while their 
cost of living rises. They are 
being dtiven from their land, 
a traditional way of life, at 
the rate of one every 10 
minutes, And they are insist. 
ing that the government pro- 
vide them with an expensive 
funeral as the mechanized, 
¢ hemivalized 20th century 
sweeps them from the eco- 
nomic face of France. 

All these issues have been 
aired and dramatized in the 
past. Even a comprehensive 
catalogue of all the demands 
voiced during the current 
crisis would fail to explain 
what it is all about or why it | 
baliodned so quickly. 

The answer seems to lie as 


*much in the politics and the 


style of de Gaulle’s Fifth 
Republic as in its economics, 

In the National Assembly 
debate last week, Communist 
party leader Waldeck Rochet 
gave his version of the crisis; 
“Frenchmen have had enough 
of being subjects. Now they 
want to be citizens.”’ 

The bald, bespectacled 
Communist’s views may 
sound. extreme, But he ap- 
pears to have articulated the 
one common denominator that 
links all the varied partici- 
pants in the current protest, 
whether they are Com- 
munists, progressives, ¢ 0 n- 
servatives or political agnos- 
tics: Even members of the 
government’s parliamentary 
coalition have been complain- 
ing for almost a year that the 
normal processes of democ- 


“— 


racy are no longer functioning 
effectively in France. & 

The right of protest has 
never been denied. Grievances 
are expressed freely and 
sometimes violently. But the 
government, even in the rare 
instances when it has modi- 
fied its programs to reflect 
dissent, has consistently given 
the impression that it is 
Majestically turning a deaf 
ear, 

Since 1965, the year of the 


last presidential election, the 


popularity of Gaullism has 
been dwindling. In 1967, the 
Gaullists and those who reluc- 
tantly support them were 
returned to the National As- 
sembly with- a majority of 
only one vote. In thé past 
year, scattered elections for 
vacant or contested seats 
have whittled down this par- 
liamentary support, giving the 
government a “majority” of 
minus two. 

Yet throughout this period, 
&nd particularly in the past 
year, de Gaulle and his 
ministers have operated as if 
they still had almost unani- 
mous support within the 
country. 

Never has the government 
seemed to function with fewer 
restraints. Never has the 
Parliament been rendered so 
impotent, or been made to 
apovear so irrelevant. Protests, 
criticism, demands for a 
dialogue are systematically 
brushed aside with the ex- 
planation that the government 
knows best, that Frenchmen 
have never had it so good. 


Hard Line 


On every controversial 
issue, even minor ones, the 
government makes it appear 
that the slightest compromise 
would be opening the gates to 
anarchy. 


Within weeks of the deva- 
stating results of the 1967 
elections, the government 
forced a measure 
giving it “special powers,” 
allowing it to bypass par- 
liamentary approval for im- 
portant social and economic 
legislation. 

More recently, it has con- 
sistently resorted to the ulti- 
mate weapon, dissolution of 
the National Assembly and 
new elections, to stifle 
amendments to all contro- 
versial measures, 

Ironically, the very erosion 
of wholehearted support for 
the government has con- 
tributed to the effort toward 
more authoritarian practices, 
to implement de Gaulle’s 


.Policies, It is as if the general 


has been umwilling to ack- 
nowledge the changed political 
atmosphere reflected in the 
1967 elections. 

In the sunny, middle years 
of the Gaullist decade, the 
government could count on a 
dependable and comfortable 
majority. Thus it could afford 
to give the National Assembly 
a@ comparatively free rein and 
still be confident of carrying 
the day on all. issues it 
considered important. 


Used Club 


Times have- changed. Al- 
though the government has 
been able to impose its will as 
in the old days, it has had to 


club. Parliament. into. submis-, 


sion’ and to reject compro- 
mises that have often been 
supported by a clear majority 
of the National Assembly. 

It has had to sweep prob- 
lems under the rug. It has 
had to portray every dissent, 
no-matter now legitimate or 
popular, ‘as a subversive 
atiack on the survival of the 
republic. It has had to inflate 
the pe’ of a Communist 
takeover, even as its policies 
seemed to be turning more 
and more disillusioned voters 
to the left. 

No wonder then that the 
economic frustration of large 
groups in the country has 
been intensified by a feeling 
of political frustration. Now, 
taking a page from the govern- 
ment’s book, the workers of 
France seem to have resorted 
to. the ultimate weapon to 
make- themselves heard: open 
revolt. 


LIMA — They are the 
first thing that a newly 
arrived visitors sees in 
Peru.

Not Unique 


The barriadas are not, 


unique. Under a variety of 
names — favelas in Rio de 
Janeiro, villas miserias in 
Bnenos Aires, _ranchos— in 
Caracas, callampas in Santi- 
ago, tugurious in Bogota — 
they are the common. de- 
nominator of every large 
Latin American city. : 

All owe their existence to 
the same reasors: the rush of 
rural peasants. to quit the 


Tate, the shortage of housing, 
Over the past 20 years, these 
pressures have combined to 
make shanty town the most 
ubiquitous symbol of Latin 
America’s urban malaise. 
Nowhere do these squatter 
settlements intrude so dis- 
mayingly on the consciousness 
than here in Lima. After 
inspecting the local barriadas, 
an experienced and keen-eyed 
journalistic observer like John 
Gunther was moved to pro- 
nounce them “the most 
vicious on the continent.” 


Menacing

Yet, the barriadas are. not 
without their defenders. The 
attitude of those who view 
them through a more hopeful 
prism was summed up. re- 
cently by William Mangin, a 
Syracuse University anthro- 
pology professor and former 
deputy director of the Peace 
Corps in Peru. 


Discontent 


Writing in the magazine, 
Scientific American, Mangin 
challenged the argument that 
the barriadas are breeding 
grounds of discontent ‘and 
instability. He concluded: 

“My studies indicate 
that the barriade dwellers are 
well] organized, politically 
sophisticated, strongly 
patriotic and comparatively 
conservative in their socio- 
political views. Although poor, 
they do not live the life of 
squalor and _ hoplessness 
characteristic of the ‘culture 
of poverty’ depicted by Oscar 
Lewis; although bold and 
defiant in their seizure of 
land, they are not a revolu- 
tionary ‘lumpenproletariat.’ ” 

When Prof. Mangin’s opti- 
mistic findings are set along- 
side Msgr. Bambaren’s grim 
warnings, it sounds as though 
they are talking about two 
different worlds. Actually, the 
barriadas represent a 
shenomenon that contains 
elements of what both men 
say. 


A Departure 


Grim as their circum- 
stances may be, the | bar- 
riadas — and their counter- 
parts in other cities — mark a 
distinct departure from the 
life of ‘the poor in the rural 
areas of Latin America and in 
the older, more traditional 
skyns of the inner city. 

Indeed, what brought them 
into being was a revolt of the 
poor against the disorganized 
and expens‘ve life of the city 
slums, By moving away from 
the tenements uf the central 
city to the shanty towns on 
the fringes, these people 
created for themselves rent- 
free havens and established a 
chim. to calling their homes 
and land their own. 

The typical Barriada 
dweller believes that his 
present situatior is preferable 
to what he had before in the 
back country or in the central 
city slums. ‘By participating 
in ‘his neighborhood associ- 
ation and the various other 
self-governing organizations of

the barriada, he feels that he 
now has a place of his own 
within=a clearly defined so- 
ciety;* by setting up his own 
home on what be regards as 
his own land, he feels he has 
a tangible stake in the future. 

A recent poll of barriada 
residents by Peruvian govern- 
ment ‘agencies revealed an 
extremely high degree of 
dissatisfaction with existing 
services and government 
efforts to improve them. In 
some cases, well over 90 per 
cent of the people questioned 
exhibited deep bitterness over 
tthe almost total lack of 
paving, street lighting, run- 
ning water, sewage and 
garbage disposal. 

These dissatisfactions were 
markedly higher among the 
barriadas’ younger, better 
educated residents. “It is this 
trend that Msgr. Bambaren 
and others find most ominous. 


Impatient 


They point out that the 
sense of belonging and self- 
advancement that Prof. 
Mangin detects among Bar- 
riada residents is primarily 
characteristic of the older 
generation. The younger 
people, born in the cities and 
lacking their parents’ com- 
parative standard of life in 
the provinces and urban 
slums, are much, quicker to 
‘become impatient with the 
Barriada’s lack of amenities 
and the constriction of 
opportunity fo move up the 
economic ladder. 

“We are producing in the 
barriadas a generation .of 
youth without hope,” says 
Msgr. Bambaren. “It is a 
directionless youth that does 
not respect the values and 
efforts of its fathers, that 
does not put any faith in the 
political and social institutions 
of the country. It does not 
believe in anything.” 


In Majority 


“Yet,” he continues, “youth 
is the majority. More than 
half the people in the bdar- 
riadas are minors of less than 
15 years. Already, you can see 
great increases of juvenile 
delinquency and teenage 

enness — things that 
were almost unknown when 
the barriadas began. That is 
why I say the barriadas are 
as explosive as the ghettos of 
the United States,” 

Originally, the barriadas 
came into being as the result 
of! small clusters of families 


estera-mat shacks on the 
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parched, unused land outside. 
Gradually, the trend gained 
momentum and took on the 
characteristics of a quasi- 
military -campaign. 

In the early days, these 
invasions frequently en 
countered stiff opposition 
from the police who would 
drive the squatters off and 
burn down the shacks. Invari- 
ably though, the people would 
return.a day or two later and 
stubbornly begin putting up 
their houses again. 


Less Opposition 


In time, growing - public 
Sympathy, the increasing 
ability of the squatters to flex 
their collective political 
muscle at the polls and the 
government's sheer inability 
to meet the demand for new 
housing combined to lessen 
official opposition, 5 

The present. government of 
President Fernando Belaunde 
Terry has been especially 
sympathetic ‘to the ‘squatters, 
and the days when the police 
would move in te* put a new 
shanty town to the torch are 
largely over. 

Once a barriada has been 
established, it adds new 
families to its original nucleus 
of settlers and gradually 
spreads out until it has 
absorbed all the available 
land in the area. At the same 
time, internal changes slowly 
begin to become evident. 

Typifying this evolutionary 
process is a barriada like the 
one called Mariscal Ramon 
Castilla. Originally established 
14 years ago, it now. sprawls 
over the steep hillsides 
framing one side of Lima's 
oid-town Rimac. district,

There are no magic numbers 
in Judy Elrick’s book — | 


She’s a B.C. Telephone Company information operator, 
but witchcraft is not a tool of the trade. She has to look 


the numbers up. 


“Information.” Judy Elrick answered the 
inquiring call, She listened for a moment, 
then began searching the pages of her 
directory for the number requested; 

Before she found it, a conversation de- 
veloped atthe other end of the line, obvi- 
ously an office somewhere. The words came 
throughclearly on Judy’stelephone headset. 

Male yoice: “Did you get that number?” 

‘ Female voice: ‘Ina moment, sir.” 

Male voice, louder now: “You're not on 

to information again? Why don’t you 

use the telephone directory?” 

Click. End of call. 

Judy shrugged, then answered another call, 
then another and another, By the tithe she 
had completed that day’s seven-hour shift 
as a B.C, Telephone Company information 
operator, she had handled more than 500 
inquiries. 

The survey report on her desk showed 
that more than 70 per cent of those calls 
were for telephone numbers listed in 
customer directories. 


No Magic Formula . 


“You see,” Judy'said later as she recalled 
the incident, which apparently involved a 
businessman and his secretary. “That girl 
is among the majority. Seven or eight of 


every ten calls to information service are 
made by people who could find the number 
in their directories, but they don’t bother 
to look. 

“It’s a shame, really, because, as that 
businessman seemed to recognize, they 
could save themselves at least the time it 
takes to callusifthey’d use their directories. 

“Tnformation operators have no magic 

formula to produce a telephone number 

faster. We have to look. through a di- 

rectory each time.” 


Judy Elrick knows this from experience. 
At 20, this Winnipeg-born and Vancouver- 
raised brunette has been a B.C. Telephone 
information operator for two years. 

She guessed she has answered nearly 
150,000 calls since taking up a switchboard 
position for the first time after completing 
a special training course. And the number 
goes up by about 500 every working day. 


Who Sells Liver? 


Most are routine requests for telephone 
numbers, which is appropriate since the 
purpose of the service is to provide tele- 
phone directory information only and the 
operators are instructed to restrict it to that. 

“But I’ve had callers ask me how many 
miles it is to the moon, how to cook chicken 


and whether liver is sold at a certain de- 
partment store,” Judy said. “I just have to 
explain that we can’t provide this kind of 
information.” 
Some callers become impatient and 
impolite. “I’ve had some threaten to 
look up the number themselves,” Judy 
said. But most are reasonable and 
businesslike. 


The information operators must always be 
polite and, like Judy, all those in B.C. 
Telephone’s information service are trained 
to control their emotions while on the job. 
They learn to accept even the abusive caller 
in stride, ; 

“The only thing that really bothers us,” 
Judy said, reflecting the feelings of. her 
fellow operators, “is knowing that some- 
times, all those calls for information which 
customers can find in their directories mean 
that people who really need directory assis- 
tance sometimes have to wait longer than 
they should to reach us,” 


The company is anxious to provide fast, 
efficient information service. But it must 
pay the costs, which now exceed $1.5 mil- 
lion a year, from revenues received from 
telephone customers and it can expand the 

These limits are not strained in meeting 
efficiently the basic purpose of the service, 
which is to provide telephone numbers for 
listings not in directories distributed to 
each customer each year, - | 

But they are strained by the total amount 
of information traffic today—the informa- 
tion service staff of more than 350 persons 
handles an average of 80,000 calls a day— 
and the strain results from the fact that at 
least 70 per cent of these calls are for 
numbers customers can find in their tele- 
phone directories.

To everyone in the Okana- 
gan Valley, the opening of the 
Hope-Princeton highway in 
Novem ber, 
1943, was ful- 
filment’ of a 
dream that 4 
was nearly a 
century old.

sands of tourists across 
southern British Columbia to 
the; Pacific Coast and at the 
same time, allows those Who 
live in the province to whip in 
and out from the interior to 
the, coast and back in a 
matter of hours. 

At this season, I can-assure 
you it is well worth taking 
time out to travel this high- 
way. 

Dogwoods are in full bloom 
all the way from Tsawwassen 
to Hope and from there to 
Pinewoods in Manning Park 
at the summit of Mt. Allison. 

Cottonwoods are showing 
delicate “bits of chartreuse 
green leaves. Mock orange is 
white against the dark green 
of the firs. And, where snow 
has cleared, moss is thick and 
rock flowers are purple, pink 
and yellow,

At. Pinewoods,. when we 
were there, there was still a 
bit of snow. Lightning Lakes 
were ice-sheathed except for a 
bit of open water &t one of the 
bathing beaches. 

Road to the top of the 
mountain was open but still 
full of winter ruts. We bump- 
ed our way to the top to look 
out at the encircling peaks 
and then far down to the 
lodge and parking space. 

We saw deer along the way. 
There were tracks of other 
animals, too, But in the few 
days we were in Manning 
Park, we didn’t encounter one 
bear. 

Campsites were well filled 
even this early in the year. 
Fishing was fair. Trout were 
fat and fighting. Rock hounds 
were-in seventh heaven, And 
one.mature lover we encoun- 
tered was happy because she 
had found a rare rock plant 
she was taking back to her 
wild garden in Kelowna. 

An old-timer I met told me 
first order for an overland

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It’s a giant carving in red 
and yellow cedar of Nootka 
Indians harpooning a whale. 

It’s reputedly costing the 
provincial government $80,000 
and is meant to be the eye- 
catching central exhibit in the 
new Provincial Museum open- 
ing about July 1. 

The Indians may have got 
the whale but the artist 
missed, according to a grow- 
ing body of critical opinion. 

Lionel Thomas, the man 
who executed the 16-ton whal- 
ing scene, “bit off more than 
he could chew,” says Frank 
Beebe, well-known B.C. artist 
who is painting three-dimen- 
sional displays for the 
museum. 

He is the first artist to give 
his critical appraisal of the 
sculpture of Mr. Thomas, a 
professor of fine arts at the 
University of British 
Columbia. 


He joins George Moore, a 
government museum adviser 
and museologist who has 
labelled the work ‘‘tedious, 
inaccurate, unimaginative, 
confused, dead, and far, far 
too expensive.’” 

The artist so far has 
refused to answer his critics. 

“In my opinion Mr. Thomas 
went beyond his depth when 
he took on this project,” said 
Mr. Beebe.

HOME GARDEN 


Care and Feeding of Vines 


By HILDA BEASTALL 


Climbing vines and plants are favorites of 
today’s gardeners even as they were a 
hundred years ago, but probably for different 
reasons, Our gardens today § ie 
are ‘smaller, so we use 
climbers to add space and to | 
clothe bare walls which 
otherwise seem too close 
upon us, q 

Summer jasmines, cle- & 
matises to flower from April ¢ 
to October, honeysuckles and 
wistaria are all useful for 
this purpose yet will 
threaten to overwhelm us if 
not controHed. Hild 

Those which have already bloomed. such 
as Clematis montana in its white and its pink 
forms create a terrific tangle if left 
unpruned, 

This habit is fine for a large area, but in a 
‘small garden, the vine may be drastically 
reduced now, and new long growths in 


summer can be pinched at the ends to 
prevent them travelling too far. 

Large flowered clematis like Nellie Moser 
will bloom at four or five feet if some 
growths are cut back to three feet in early 
April, and others reduced by the end of May 
after blooming. 

The sweet scented white summer jasmine 
is making growth too whilst its buds are 
forming. Tie in the branches needed to cover 
the area and remove any unwanted. 

The pretty little pink blossoming jasmine 
named “‘Bee’s Pink’ is a delightful change of 
color for.a summer climber, It too is scented 
when a mass of flowers are open, but not 
heavily. This is an advantage to people 
unable to tolerate flower perfumes. 

Growth is easily controled by shortening 
the long canes as they grow, allowing only 
enough full length ones to cover the area. 

Bareness at the base of climbers can often 
be avoided by reducing some of the growths 
to. about a-foot or so from the ground and 
then pinching out the tips of the side growths. 
This induces flowering at a lower level.
